A PROBABLE COMPROMIAR, 


What the Southampton Victery Means—The 
Limeriek Meeting—Sporting Notes: 
Specin] Cablegram to the Poust-Dispaten. 

LONDON, May 2.—The Liberals are- elated 
with the results of the week, The sojourn of 
Mr. Ohamberiaia at Lyndhurst with Sir William 
Harcourt, the simultaaeous appearance of his 
manifesto in the Birmingham Post and the 
visit of John Morley to ireland are indieca- 
tions that the Irish controversy has assumed 
anew phase. Many believe it has reached the 
stage of compromise, and in the hands of a 
reunited Liberal party a compromise would 
not be likely to be unfavorable to the inter- 
ests and aspirations of the Irish 
people. The great victory ut Southi- 
hampton comes to confirm risiag hopes. 
It has been claimed that the result there was 
largely due to the unpopularity of Mr. 
Goschen’s budget, and the opposition to the 
proposal in the local government billl te in- 
demnify out of the public funds inn-keepers 
and others driven out of business by 
the bill. But this is not the 
fact. Mr. Guerst, the Conservative candidate, 
did not attempt to support the budget, and he 
openly expressed his aversion te the indemni- 
fication of publicans. On this question he 
took the same ground as the Liberal candi- 
date. The only issue ieft was home 
rule in Ireland, and on that the battle 
was fought and won by the Gladstonlan Lib- 
erals. In no eity in England could the 
opinion of the English people on that question 
have been better tested. Southampton, ai- 
though strongly Tory in sentiment, 
has always deen independent in pol- 
itios. In the election of 1858 
is was wholly Conservative, in 1874 half and 
half; in 1880, when Gladstone swept the ooun- 
try, it went wholly Liberal, and in the last 
election and that of 1886 it became wholly Con- 
servative again with the triumph 
of the Tory party. This record gives 
all the more significance to the verdict 
of Wednesday last. It shows that public 
epinion in England on the home rule question 
has changed and that the Liberal party is 
again winning its way to power. For as South- 
ampton goes also goes the country. Such 
is the cry of the Liberals; and 
it was to-day given eloquent voice by their 
venerable and illustrious leader, Mr. Glad» 
stone, addressing a party that had made an ex- 
cursion to Hawarden to call upon him and ex- 
press their respect and sympathy. He spoke 
jubilantly of the result as a great victory for 
the Home Rule Oause. He vehemently de- 
nounced the Governument’s proposal to 
compensate publicans. Although speaking to 
a group of pleasure-seekers, Mr. Gladstone 
was unusually earnest and serious. He seemed 
to feel that a great opportunity had come, and 
that the future was full of promise, for 
the realization of which the responsi- 
bility was upon him and his colleagues 
in thé Liberal party. His hearers were 
deeply impressed by his elevation of tone and 
warmth of feeling. 

THR BISHOP OF LIMERICK. 

The warning of the Bishop of Limerick 
against morning meetings, delivered as it were 
ex catheara, has aroused a spirit of resistance 
throughout Ireland. The Mayor, a 
good Oatholic, makes a defiant reply. 
In his letter he claims the right to have and 
hold an opmion on the papal rescript as well 
as the Bishop. Apologiste for Dr. O’Dwyer 
say he bas overstepped , the mark 
in his zeal for the church and 
his hostility to the national cause. In 
the meantime preparations for the meeting 
are going on, and it is expected to be one of 
the interesting occasions in the history of the 
country. The Bishop’s warning strengthens 
the hands of the Nationalists. While they are 
willing to abandon, and in fact 
have never indorséd the plan of 
campaign, they are determined not to allow 
him to dictate the policies of Ireland. Not 
contesting the spiritual power of the Holy 
Father in matters of faith, they will unite all 
Ireland against his assumption of political 
authority. The meeting at Limerick to-mor- 
row will lay down this doctrine in unmistakable 
terms. It is to be noted that the rescript has 
not yet been read in the churches, and it is 
possible that Leo still hesitates. This makes 
the action of the Bishop of Limerick all the 
more premature.

A SICKENING PICTURE, 


Mra. Obersauer’s Description of the Dens af 
: Lumber Begions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dtsratcu. 

CoLpwaTseR, Mich., May %.—Among the 
women who have attended the meeting of the 
Michigan State Women's Ohristian Temper- 
ance Union is Mre. Obersauer, well 
known throughout the State as a 
fearless worker in the cause of 
temperance and social purity. Mrs, Ober- 
sauer has just returned from a missionary 


tour in the Upper Peninsula, where women are 
enslaved in lumber.-cam ens. ‘‘Seney, 
Schoolcraft County,’’ said Mrs, Obersauer, 
‘‘ig a piace of twenty-five buildings, in fifteen 
of which are saloons. A quarter of a mile 
from the hetel I could see the roof of 
one of the dens, Around it is a 
high stockade. The door is high up on the 
alisade and the whole aspect of the place is 
hat of a fortress. What goes on inside of that 
stockade is a fearful blot on our civilization. 
Muoh of my knowledge of the horrors 
of the lumber-camp dens 1 go 
from Presiding Elder Bartlett of Marquette, 
who hada brave man to go through some of 
the worst of these places. His affidavits are 
now in course of preparation and will soon 
be ready for use. When I was up there aman 
from eed City stepped up to me and 
said: ‘Mre. Obersauer, I want to tell you 
about the case of two girls who started on the 
train from St. Ignoa to go to Marquette to look 
for work. They were réspectable girls, 
As they were ing over their 
plans a well-dressed man came up 
to them and offered them big 
wages to go to a lumber camp to cook. They 
finally consented, and he took thein to an 
abandoned camp where they were kept for 
several weeks, While a crowd of men camo 
night after night. The girls were locked in the 
house during the day and were finally released 
by a party of deer hunters. I, myself, raised 
money to pay for the care of the girls at a 
hospital at Marquette.’ So you see’’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Obersauer, ‘‘that by by saying, 
‘Oh, the girls were badjanyway,’ has no 
application in some cases. In- 
eed, the only way in which 
these men can get giris at all is to make false 
promises to them; foreven the most aband- 
doned women from the cities would not go 
freely to a place in which she knew that a hor- 
rible death alone would bring her release.’’ 
The worst dens are now in Judge Steers’ 
district in Schoolcraft, Luce and Alger Coun- 
ties. Detectives were sent up there, but 
they were bought off. The only way in 
which we can get evidence is through some 
one who is _ brave enough to go 
through the den and testify, or else 
to get the testimony of some of 
the lumbermen. The giris have their heads 
shaved, sothatif they escape to the woeds 
the lumbermen will return them. Then too, 
the girls are hunted by dogs when they at- 
tempt to escape. The State cers 
do not realize 
depravity there. I 
Gov. Luce, but he says he cannot be expected 
to reform humanity and that the women are of 
the abandoned class. You see he has not 
learned the real facts. There is another dif- 
culty. Dan Dunn is now under bonds as 
a result of the Green law but he 
ig practically able to defy the law. He has 
made a fortune out of his saloons and dis- 
reputable houses, and he controls the voters 
for miles. In fact, he is the boss of School- 
eraft County. Now that the vote is so close in 
the Upper Peninsula, zit is quite important 
to have Dunn and his votes. Both parties, I 
believe, dicker with him.’’ The blame for 
this state of things should largely rest upon 
the companies that own the camps. These men, 
rightly enough, hire the cheapest labor. With 
the camp come the saleons; in many camps the 
companies own the saloon buildings. In some 
they own the liquorstoo. The dens are the 
natural accompaniment of the camps, but I 
think these companies have some duties in the 
way of caring for the mofal condition of the 
ignorant men who work for them. Yet few 
of them will give money for missionary work.

The manager of the company, Mr. Scriver 
was present, but felt the-shock so severely 
that at first he could hardly be approached 
and was very reticent.

The roof 
of the building must have fallen in, the per- 
cussion on the top of the gasometer being so 
great as to produce an explosion of the air 
within, which caused the collapse of the iron 
structure. 

THE DEAD AND WOUNDED, 

however, show evident signs of having been 
burnt and scalded. Anothertheory given by 
some of the men employéd around the prem- 
ises is that a light was taken intothe building 
by the fitters working on the gasometer, and 
that an explosion followed. They add that 
there were small gas pipes connecting one of 
the other gasometers with the building de- 


stroyed. 


The first body: discovered was that of 
Bamuel Bell, 42 yoars of age, 
who lived at 18 Champlain street. 
He was working in the engine 


house when the explosion took place. The 
next body brought up was that of Samuel 
Mulatee, 20 years of ege, and residing at 17 
Champlain street. e was, like the rest, 
badly singed and almost unrecognizable.

of 700,000 cubic feet of gas. The iron roof was 
specially.constructed by the Dominion Bridge 
Co. The gasometer was connected with the 
new 20-inch main running along Logan, Du- 
fresne and Ontario streets westward.

Firrr’s supporters cannot deprive Gen.

On closing her card 
Mrs. CUbapin says:: Any political body 
might have learned approved ‘dodges from the 
Democratic Non-Prohibition onvention.

had had a falling out, and at once in- 
stituted suit for possession of the 
strip pre-empted by Ferdinand. He recovered 
judgment for possession and refused to com- 
promise except by getting his land. The case 
was fought bitterly to the Supreme Court, 
which tribunal decided that Willlam was en- 
titled to bis land, and an order was entered 
directing the issuance of a writ of possession. 
The writ was issued but Sheriff Matson failed to 
execute the writ and William Setzke secured a 
rule by Judge Bakerto show cause why he 
should not be attached for contempt of court 
for failure to do so. The Sheriff answered 
the rule by saying it was impossible 
for him to execute the writ without tearing 
down a portion of the house built by Ferdi- 
nand Setzke or tresspassing on his property. 
While it was admitted by the Sheriff’s attor- 
ney thatthe plaintiff was entitled to undis- 
turbed possession of as much of the deeend- 
ant’s building as encroached upon his land, 
the trouble seemed to be how to get there. 
The door of Ferdinand’s house was on his own 
land, and the Sheriff had no right to go 
through it without the owner's permission, 
which he could not get. If he did 
enter the door Ferdinand could legally defend 
his oon property, and, if need be, shoot the 
officers, and the Sheriff did not think the 
Court could require him to take his life in his 
hand and make the attempt to enterthe prem- 
ises. The Court cited a New York case where 
one man 8 upon another's land, build- 
ing a brick wall an inch and three-quarters 
over the line. The other secured a judgment 
for possession, but the trespasser coolly told 
the Sheriff to go on and take an inch and 
three-quarters, but defied him to trespass 
another eighth. or even sixteenth of 
aninch. In short, he had the Sheriff just 
where Portia had old Shylock when she told 
him he must, not shed one drop of Christian 
blood’’ on penalty of forfeiture of his estate.

They switched 
checks, secreted themselves in closets, hid 
between the seats and did everything else. 
Finding they could not beat the conductor, as 
there were entirely too many of them to work 
the usual racket, 8 1 a bold 
front and determined t efy the conductor 
and bulidoze their way through. One man, 
who seemed a leader of the crowd, serenely 
said he had no ticket and no money, 
and wanted to kpow of Cruce what 
he intended to do about it. 
several of them followed suit, and the crowd 
in this coach gottobeahowling mob. The 
conductor announced he would put every one 
of them off at the next station. This was 
greeted with hoots and jeers, but, nothing 
daunted, he went at them with a will. 

At the first stop, and with the help of the 
brakemen he had succeeded in ejecting two 
or three, when the others came at bim with 
revolvers and knives, threatening to puncture 
him with bullets first and cut him into little 
bits later if he attempted to put any 
more of the crowd off. The conductor made a 
bold fight, but had to give in, as it was in the 
ratio of forty against one, and he could ac- 
complish nothing against such odds. 

The train had to be brought through 
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on time and it ‘would not pay 
to atop and havea pitched battle, 
the destruction of property, and possible loss 
of life. Tne conductor of the train and the 
passengers wereat their mercy. Revolvers 
and knives were flourished by the dozen, and 
other passengers, who were timid and 
afraid a shooting matinee might occur 
at any moment,got down between the seats to 
protect themselves from stray bullets. The tur- 
bulent element spred to other cars, and a lot 
of bushwackers, murderous thieves, had full 


sway.

He was then the champion pugilist and 
the idol of the sporting millions, but time has 
wrought a change. As a circus performer, not 
as achampion pugilist, Sullivan will hence- 
forth be known. It he ever again goes into 
the ring he will surprise those Boston sports 
who know him best, and if he should 
stand up against Kuilrain, Dempsey or 
Mitchell, there is money in plenty in Boston 
aagainst his pulling out a victor in either 
match. In other words, his Boston friends 
whose judgment is worth anything, say the 
‘*big fellow’’ is broken up and must make 
way for younger and less reckless cOmpet- 
itors. Sullivan’s recklessness is the main- 
spring of his breaking up. A more utterly 
reckless man probably never lived. Onlya 
constitution physically perfect and a strength 
of limb und body almost superhuman such as 
he had, could ever have withstood the ex- 
cesses into which he has so recklessly plunged 
in the past five years. 


THE CRISIS CAME 
before Chantilley and after the flasco there 
the crisis was precipitated. Other men with 
more moral stamina would have recovered 
and pulled victory out of defeat, but Sullivan 
lost heart, took to drink and has been drink- 
ing pretty steadily ever since and can never 
regain his lost supremacy. That at least is 
the expressed opinion of the best informed 
Boston sports. Sullivan has made big money 
in his day but probably not quite so much as 


he said as above related. He is now virtually 


dead broke.“ It is doubtful if 
he could show $500 of his 
money at an hour’s notice. Had he 
lived economically he could to-day have been 
worth a clean quarter million. He has been 
as reckless in money matters as he has been 
in speechand actions. His lack of money was 
the chief reason why he engaged Harry Phil- 
lips as manager, thinking Phillips was a man 
of large wealth.

Five minutes 
later he entered a Washington Street res- 
taurant, insulted a waitress, who slapped his 
face, and Sullivan retaliated by striking 
her twice in the face and rendering her in- 
sensible.

He had arow witha gambler, Mike 
Meehan, after that, andforcing Meehan into 
a corner, butted and throttled him, and left 
him badly damage&. Meehan prosecuted 
him, but Sullivan skipped the town.

Prominent Yachtsmen Answer Several Lead- 
ing Questions on the Subject. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-D1sPATCH. 

Boston, Mass., May 26.—The Globe yachting 
editor has asked leading yachting authorities 
for answers to these questions: 

1. Does the model of a yacht, her rig and 


trim or her handling tell most in successful 
racing? 

2. Is yachtin 
other sports? 
reduced to a minimum? 

8. Are the new style yachts better than the 
old, and why? 

4. Whatis the fairest rule for measuring 
yachts for time allowance? 

Edward Burgess, the famous designer, says 
yachting now days has advanced to a point 
where it is usually necessary to 
combine the best of model 
with the best of handlin in 
orderto win. The danger from capsizing is 
now reduced toa minimum, and the greatest 
danger is from collision or the breaking of 
something _ aloft. The new yachts, 
says Mr. Burgess, are better than the oid 
because they are faster, safer, roomier and 
better looking. The fairest rule for measur- 
ing yachts, he says, isa rule which includes 
both length and sail area, which makes it pos- 
sible to produce bows of different types which 
will have fair chances to win. 

J. Beaver Webb thinks that handling goes 
far toward winning, especially such handling 
as Gen. Paine’s of the Volunteer. He thinks 
sail area, pure and simple, is the best rule for 
competitive ‘ep 

Commodore We of the Eastern Yacht 
Club thinks that handling, which includes 
trim, is the most important element in most 
races. He believes that practically a 
water-line length rule is the best rule for 
measuring time allowance. 

Commodore A. Cass Canfield of the Sea- 
wanhaka Oorinthian Club, thinks the hand- 
ling ofa yacht the most important element 
and then sails, bottom, model, trim and rig. 
For cruising purposes, the old-fashioned 
deep models are easier sea boats, but for rac- 
ing the new style American yachts are best. 

apt. Forbes, the old-time yachtman, says: 
Assuming that every craft pretending to bea 
yacht is of fairly good model and 
ne rigged the handling is the 
most important. He thinks there is 
no danger in the short for experts 
but some for green hands. He also ore: in 
yachts in general there is a want of life-pre- 
serving gear. In every yacht, large or small, 
there should be a bouyant material always at 
band to support every man, and in first-class 
yachts the boats should be in some 
sense life-boats; that is to say, having suff 
cient air-tight cases to keep the crew safe in 
the event of being stoven or capsized. Yachts 
should have wire cables instead of chains, 
and aforce-pump to take out water and to 
wet the sails in light winds.“

BLACK RIVER FALLS, Wis., May 26.—A visit 
to the settlement or reservation of the Winne- 
bago Indians, a few miles from here, reveals 
much of interest. Many have neat little farms 
of forty acres, with little frame houses on 
them, and log stables for their ponies. 
All of the houses have some furniture 


and some have become so far advanced as to 
have strips of carpet on the floor, and one 
high-toned family had a lounge and hammock, 
while they nearly all have chairs or benches 
in their houses. They seem to be there for 
ornament, as they are rarely used, for 
they preferto sit on the floor. During the 
summer, and, with some, during the winter, 
they will build their wigwams in me vere near 
the house and occupy them in preference to 
the houses. They like to tell about their 
houses and take pride in their possessions, 
but the habite of a lifetime are too strong 
for them to surrender, and while the house 
is a good thing to talk about the wigwam is 
their ideal home. Many of the farms are well 
oultivated and this year will produce much 
for their sustenance.

BUEFALO BILL'S HORSES. 
HE WRITES HIS OWN STORY OF WILD 
HORSEBACK ADVEKTURES. 


The FEquise Characteristics of Brigham, 
Tall Bull, Buckskin Joe and char 
Their Speed and Their Staying Qualities 
—Chased by the Indians—A Buffato Hunt 
With Larry Jerome, John Hecksher, Car- 
roll Livingston and Gen. Sheridan. 


N the death of my fa- 
vorite horse Ohariie 
recentiy at sea, on 
board the Persian 
Monareh, I natarally 
recalltomy mind the 
\charaoteristics of the 
tour great horses which 
I have ridden during 
the past twenty years 

bh of my career, as a 
scout and a frontiers- 
man, and bring back 

Fa) = freshly tomy memory 
some exciting incidents in which they and I 
have figured. 

Brigham was the first of these scouting or 
war horses. I bought him at Leavenworth, 
Kan., in 1867, for $250. I was on a short visit 
home At the time, after scouting between 
Forts Ellsworth, Fletcher, Dodge, Larned and 
Zarah in the service of the Government. He 
was a little roan horse, and as he came from 
Utah I named him Brigham. Brigham car- 
ried me out of many close places, but 
it was in the summer of 1868, when I had quit 
scouting and was killing buffalo for the Kan- 
sas & Pacific Railroad, then being built 
through the buffalo country, that I gave him 
his hardest ride. I had been huuting on the 
Saline and Solomon Rivers, north of the 
track, butas the buffalo were getting scarce 
there I concluded to take a run over to the 
Smoky Hill River, twenty-five miles on the 
other side. I started on the morning of July 
5, riding Brigham, of course. I bad to pass 
over a ridge just before reaching my destina- 
tion, and as has always been my custom in an 
Indian country, I crept up to the edge and 
peeped over before crossing. Tomy surprise 
Isawa war party of Indians breaking camp 
and making ready to march. I knew in a 
second that I had urgent business elsewhere, 
and was congratulating myself that I 
had not been discovered, when suddenly the 
Indians became much excited and ran for 
their horses. Looking to my right I saw on 
another ridge a mounted Indian riding in a 
circle, asignal tothe others that he had dis- 
covered an enemy. I had not a second to lose. 

Iran down the hill to where Brigham was 
quietly grazing, and jumping ou his back, 
started for the railroad at a fast canter. I 
knew it was to be a race for life, with the odds 
terribly against me. My horse had aleady 
been ridden twenty-three miles and the In- 
dian horses were fresh. Brigham was a little 
bit lazy at firg#but when he once understood 
what wasup no whip nor spur was needed. 
About three-quarters of a mile from the ridge 
Istruck the level plain, which stretched for 
miles ahead of me. Looking back Isaw the 
Indians coming. If I had not ridden 
poor Brigham twenty-three miles that morn- 
ing I should have laughed at them, but 
as it was it was no laughing matter. I urged 
Brigham on 80 as to keep out of range of their 
bullets, for if he was wounded I was gone. 
They gained on me, however. When they 
had closed the gap to about a quarter of a 
mile they commenced to fire oocasional shots. 
This opened Brigham’s eyes. He began to 
realize what was up, and the noble little fel- 
low increased his speed, but it was no use. It 
was the first time he had ever failed to run 
away from any horse. Six or eight of the In- 
dians continued to gain on us. The others 
were strung out as far as I conldsee. Four 
of the six were fully halfa mile behind. But 
the two, one of them mounted on a big 
spotted horse witha white face, were within 


200 yards of me and their bullets were sputter- 
ing and whistiing around us. I knew they 
must be stopped. 

A GOOD SHOT, 

Checking Brigham suddenly and wheeling 
him around I raised my old gun, Lucretia, tu 
my sheulder. Brigham seemed to hold his 
breath while I was taking alm. I fired, not at 
the Indian, but at that white-faced horse, and 
down he went, with his rider falling several 
feet ahead of him. The other Indian, instead 
of coming on, wheeled and went back to his 
fallen companion. I instantly started on my 
course again. The others still came on, and 
we had it nip and tuck for manyamile. They 
did not know they were running into danger. 
They had just come up from the south and 
knew nothing of the railroad which had pen 
etrated into their country. Passing over alt- 
tle swell fn the prairie, about three miles from 
the end of the track, I came in full view of the 
workmen. The Government meus one or two 
companies of soldiers to guard the workmen, 
and at this time a company of the Tenth Cav- 
aly was stationed there. 

he 8 me coming chased by the 
Indians, gave the alarm and in a few minutes 
the mounted troops were galloping to my res- 
cue. At sight of the men tne surprised Indians 
wheeled and galloped back. When the soldiers 
met me I jumped off dear old Brigham, jerked 
the saddle off, put the blanket on him and 
asked the officer in command to dismount one 
of his men, give me his horse and join me in 
pursuit of the fleeing Indians. After them we 
went. Thetables were now turned. It was 
my time to chase. The Government horses 
being fresh, we soon began to overtake them 
and began picking off those intherear. The 
leaders scattered aud we scattered after them. 
When the chase was ended twelve good In- 
dians sae taken flight to the happy hunting 
grounds. 

I afterwards won the champion buffalo hunt 
on Brigham. I killed sixty-nine buffalo in one 
day, killing the last twenty-six while riding 
him without saddle or bridle. Irode him for 
some time after this, but the hard work was 
telling on him, and as 1 had no place to give 
him a rest, and one of the officers who was 

oiling to his farm in Missouri wanted him, I 

ot ulm take old, faithful Brigham where he 

could have quiet and rest. He lived to a good 

old — 2 I never saw him afterwards, but 

heard of him often and will never forget him. 
TALL BULL. 

My next t horse was Tall Bull. This was 
the fastest horse for any distance up to five 
miles that lever owned. * co beat 
him for twenty or fifty. captur Tall 

the Battle of Summit Springs 
fought between Gen. E. A. Carr’s command 
of the Fifth Cavalry and the Dog Soldier In- 
dians, under the leadership of the Uhief Tall 
Bull, in June, 1869. The Indians had been on 
a raid and murdering e dition down on the 
border settlements of killed a 
un 
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ine to catch him. | 
soldier had secured 
give him up, but I took him, all the same. 
Returning to Fort ick we 
here two or three weeks getting read 
another expedition. During this time 
Tall Bull in ten races, distances from 200 yards 
up to two miles, and won every one of them 
by alengthor more. He never had to run his 
best either, to beat anything in our command 
or at the fort. I won about $3,000 on him at 
Fort McPherson that fall. I ran him fifty races 
against time and in every other way and never 
lost a race. On my last race I wagered $500 
that I could run him a mile inside of 1:50 and 
get off and on him eight times in the mile. I 
won again. While he was running I would 
grab his mane in my left hand, place my right 
on his withers, and my feet would no more 
than touch the ground before I was on his 
back again. I sold tall Bull to Lieut. Mason 
at Fort D. A. Russell, in the spring of 1870, to 
run against some of the crack horses of Wyo- 
ming, and I believe he was never beaten. 
A LAST RACE. g 
I do not know who owned him after this, but 
several years subsequently and I had 
left that part of the coun the old horse 
turned up again at Fort McPherson. He 
seemed a mere wreck of his former self. The 
old post wagon- master, a Mr. Parker, was at 
around for a horse to enter 
atthe Fourth of July races, which always 
formed afeature of the diversion at a frontier 
ost on the national holiday. »He had seen 
all Bull runin days gone by, but now he 
seemed so stiff and lame thatit ap to be 
folly to think of putting him into the race. 
Fourth of July came, however, and 
Parker had his money up but no horse. 
determined to risk it with Tall Ball. 0 
trimmed his long feet, which had been 
neglected for years, rubbed him down and the 
old horse was led on the track. When he 
saw the other horses ready 
for the their hardly 
able to them, 
his ears, andthe old fire came back into his 
eyes. He seemed to recognize the old battle 
round. His appearance was such, however, 
hat those present began to fey him. * 
asked his rider if he expected to get back that 
night and recommenaed him to take blankets 
and grub along.

Those who 
were present say that to see him coming up 
the homestretch no one would think that he 
had ever had a stiff bone in his body. He won 
the race with fifty feet to spare. The cheer 
that those rough soldiers gave him as he came 
in must have done his old heart good, for 1 
believe be understood its import. After this 
he found a good home at Fort McPherson and 
tender care until he died. 


BUCKSKIN JOE. 

In May, 1870, I found myself —.— and chief 
of scouts for Gen. Thomas A. Duncan’s expe- 
dition. We were in camp on the Republican 
River, just aboye the mouth of Beaver Oreek 
when our herd of wagon mules was attacked 
by the Indians. At this time the command 
had, in addition tothe white soldiers, four 
companies of friendly Pawnee Indians, under 
command of the late lamented and celebrated 

aj. Frank North, as true and brave a man 
as.ever wore spurs. The Pawnees were bitter 
enemies of the Sioux. When the Indians at- 
tacked the mules 1 happened to have my 
horse saddled and standing in front of my 
tent. In an instant I mounted him. The 
Pawnees waited for no order, as . 
regular soldiers did, but ran for their 
horses, and, mounting them bareback, rusbed 
for the Sioux. mn as the Sioux saw 
them coming they broke and ran, the Paw- 
ness and myself giving chase. e horse I 
was on was fast for two or three miles, and 1 
easily kept up with the fastest of the Pawnee 
herses. After keeping up the chase for about 
three miles I looked back and saw a Pawnee 
oi up behind us on a big buckskin ani- 
mal. He passed me as though I were standing 
still. From that moment I wanted that horse. 

When we got back to camp I hunted up Maj. 
North and commenced a trade ‘for him, 
N by giving the Indian some presents 
and a Government horse, I made the exchange 
and again had a war-horse, Buckskin Joe was 
not a race-horee like Tali Bull, but for a long 
distance he was his superior. Some 
weeks after returning to the fort

Soggy fields, gray, dripping skiés, acrid 
zephyrs and cold, cheeriess nights have kept 
the sop of the season back. The traveling 
tracks have been wiry, waterproofs and um- 
brellas abounded on the grand stands and 
the base ball shoes were heavy with the spring 
soilthat clung to them. Those early birds 
who went out to get their cottages ready hung 
around the wood fires. 

Durantcame back from the Adirondacks 
muffied in afurcoat. He reported the ice out 
of the lakes and not a bird visible. 4 few dis- 
consolate men at Shrewsbury and Long 
Branch have been fooling with early gerani- 
ums and trying to get their peas up. 

The boats that have started up the Hudson 
resuscitate their passengers somewhere about 
Nyack with warm blankets and hot toddy.

LOOKING OUT FOR ST. LOUIS. 


The Missouri Representatives Will Work for 
an Increased Harbor Appropriation, 
Harbor Commissioner Murphy returned 
from Washington yesterday, and seems well 
pleased with the outlook for an additional ap- 


}] propriation for the harbor of St. Louis. The 


Commissioner had furnished each member of 
the Senate and House by mail some time since 
a copy of his printed report on the 
condition of the harbor, and he found 


many of the members of the River 
and Harbor Committee of the House and 
Commerce Committee of the Senate fully 
posted regarding the nature of his mission to 
the Capital. The river and harbor bill, 
which had been under consideration by the 
Senate Committee on Commerce, was reported 
back on Tuesday last with an amendment 
providing for the improvement of the harbor or 
St. Louis out of the sum of $300,000 originally 
inserted in the billin the House. There is a 
balance unexpended in the appropriation of 
1886 of $162,000, making in all $462,000 that will 
be available for the work in the river between 
the mouth of the Illinois and the mouth of the 
Ohio. Senators Vest and Cockrill will insist 
on a further sum of $75,000 to be used 
only in the st. Louis harbor, which 
will give ample funds for the work needed for 
two years to come. Commissioner Murph 
feels well satisfied with the result of his e 
forts and feels assured that no bill can pass 
either the House or Senate that will not amply 
provide forall the improvements demanded 
by 8 increasing commerce of the Harbor of 
St. uls.

THE JUDICIAL ELECTION AND THE HOT 
FIGHT IT CAUSES. 


6— — 


Chances of the Candidates and the Combina- 
tions That Are Being Made For and 
Against Them—Attacked by Hoodlums— 
News and Notes From Belleville and 
From East St. Louis. 


F the judicial election 
which takes place on 
June (it may be said 
that it will be the first 


battle in the greatest 


campaign that has 

taken place in Illinois 

since the contest be- 

tween Douglas and 

Lincoln, and the eyes 

of all the politicians 

in the State ae turned 

to the Southern Ju- 
dicial District with anxious gaze, The 
Democratic candidate for Supreme 
Judge is Judge Chauncey 8. Conger of 
Carmi and Judge David J. Baker of 
Cairo is the Republicans’ standard-bearer. 
The district has always been considered Dem- 
ocratic by a majority of from 2,000 to 3,000, but 
the successful scheme of certain Republican 
leadersin St. Clair County to get a few of the 
leaders ofthe Union Labor Party to indorse 
Judge Baker, is likely to have an effect which 
makes the result of the contest 
doubtful. These labor leaders, who, 
the opposition claim, are Republicans, 
have sent out a circular to the Laboring As- 
semblies in Southern Illinois, made up of 
resolutions passed ata meeting heldin East 
St. Louis. This meeting was well attended by 
workingmen, but the resolutions, which were 
drawn up by a well-known Republican lawyer, 
were not passed, it is claimed, until all 
but eight men who were in the scheme 
had left the hall. That the resolutions were 
not the sentiment of a great number of the 
laboring men in St. Clair County is evidenced 
by the fact that they have been repudiated by 
prominent members of different assemblies, 
such as Hon. George S. Bailey, Master-Work- 
man Flynn, whose name is one of those 
signed to the circular, Hon. M. A. Sul- 
livan and others. Mr. Bailey, who was 
elected as the Labor Party’s candi- 
date to the State Legislature, is 


working openly for Judge Conger and Messrs. 
Flynn and Sullivan are pronounced Conger 
men. 

Judge Conger was in St. Clair County re- 
cently and informed a POsT- DISPATCH reporter 
that he considered this county the pivotal 
point. If st. Clair gave him a majority his 
election was certain. The Republican leaders 
recognize this fact also and are exhausting 
the most of their ammunition here. Besides 
concocting a scheme to capture the labor 
vote, they are also endeavoring to effect an- 
other alliance. It has been represented to the 
leaders of the administration party that if 
Judge Conger is elected he will vote to declare 
the new election law unconstitutional. It was 
under this law that the present administra- 
tion came into power and they re- 
gard it most highly. The statements 
that Judge Conger, if elected, would 
vote to declare it unconstitutional are en- 
tirely unwarranted and such a plea for pr . 
Baker will not, itis believed, influence 
administration leaders to go back on * — 
Conger. Tney have as yet manifested no 
especial interest in his behalf, but before 
election day, it is thought, will come out for 
him strong. ‘Should they support and work for 
him he will receive a big majority in 
East St. Louis, as the anti- administration 
party is supporting him enthusiastically. East 
St. Louis is considered the Democratic stron 
hold in the county, and should the Republi- 
can schemes work and the city go against 
Judge Conger he would probably be deieated 
in the county. 

Mr. John C. Harder, Secretary of 
the Miners’. Protective Association of 
Southern IIlinois, was in East St. Louis 
yesterday, and in conversation with a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter gave information which 
will furnish food for reflection. When asked 
if the Union Labor party was in favor of 
Charles Becker, one of Belileville’s most 
prominent German citizens and the nominee 
of the Republican party for State Treasurer, 
Mr. Harder stated emphatically that he did 
not believe they would support him. This 
declaration, there are reasons for believing, 
will have the effect of inducing the Germans 
to even up with the Harder contingent of the 
Labor party at the approaching judicia) 
election.

Market News and Gossip.

The wheat market this week has 
been in many respects remarkable. 
At the top ten days ago the market was ripe 
for a further advance. Stubborn shorts on 
both sides of the ocean, who had been fighting 
the advance, were about ready to give up the 
fight and make for cover. They hadseen the 
price of wheat raise right up 15 cents a 
bushel, with only one pause on the way and 
they were alarmed and nervoustoa high de- 
gree. The gambling bulls were spread out 
and the, country had taken hold to 
help the thing along. Conditions were 
peculiarly propitious. Even **Old 
Hutch’’ had been converted and from 
being a Delligerent bear he had turned bull 
and above 88c had loaded up with a line of 
5,000,000 to 6,000,000 bushels. At that critical 
moment ‘‘Old Hutch’’ was taken out to one 
side by his old friend, Geo. L. Dunlap, Fresi- 
dent of the Century Club, and between drinks 
was informed oconffdentially that the 
Cudahy-Linn combination was getty ready to 
unload on him. Oh, they are, are they?“ 
said the old fellow, savagely; ‘‘well they’ll 
not unload on me. I'll just teach 
em a trick or two,“ and he 
did. Out came his vast holdings,

Ream, for in- 
stance, 7 quoted as predicting a 180 break 
in wheat, and is indulging in funnyisms that 
sound almost silly in view of the known trade 
and crop conditions. The Cudahy-Linn com- 
bination is not in as strong a position 
as it was eariier in the deal, and it 
is out enormous paper profit. If they had 
stood up to the racket and taken ‘‘Hutch’s’’ 
wheat, they would have held the market. The 
pyramid wheat fellows would have doubled 
up again instead of being sacrificed, andthe 
country might now be bidding wildly for 
wheat at $1 a bushel Instead of nibbling gin 
gerly at 8642.@87c. As engineers of a grand 
popular buil movement they are not over- 
whelmingly successes. That must be con- 
ceded. However, if the market is desirous to 
go higher it will go regardless of the mistake 
of the bull leaders or the opposition of 
the bears. The bulls are now extracting com- 
fort and consolation from the thought that the 
market is stronger with ‘‘Hutch’’ immensely 
short than immensely long. They argue that 
he must buy back his stuff and that when he 
does prices will kite, whereas, if he were long 
he would be liable any minute to dump his 
load and smash things. One conspicuous 
feature of the market lately has been the in- 
creasing strength of the new crop futures. 
From a positive 2c under uly, De- 
has crawied to a premium 
and August is selling 
above July. This may be taken as indicative 
of speculative confidence in the estimates of 
the crop shortage. There is good reason for 
believing that the foreigners are more largely 
short than they have beenin years here, in 
New York and elsewhere, having been edu- 
cated by years of vo ges by success to believe 
that the short side of the market is a sure 
thing. The profits ofsthe Handy boom in 1881 
were taken from across the water mainly.

Now as to the crop outlook. The spring 
wheat crop with uniformly good weather may 
be up to last year. It cannot be any larger 
under the most favorable conditions. There 
is probably 10 per cent increased acreage of 
late sown wheat in the northihalf of the Da- 
kota and Minnesota area, offset by a 20 per 
cent decrease inthe south half. Nothing has 
transpired to pan | st estimates of 
the shortage of 80,000, bushels or more in 
winter wheat, not counting the contingency 
of further damage from insects in the South- 
west. Western stocks of old wheat are further 
reduced this week about 15,000,000 bushels and 
they are now down lower than they have been 
in many years. If there is anything in the 
prospect to encourage short selling, then ‘‘le- 
gitimate conditions,’’ merit, ‘‘intrinsic 
Value, and all such phrases, are-meaningless 
in the rogulation of prices.

I should have said 
that Mr. Linde is a combination ‘‘crank,’’ 
Shakspeare being his master in literature and 
Rubens in painting. Mr. Linde has devoted 
mostofhis life to the study of the life and 
Aramas of the one and the life and paintings 
ofthe other. Each one he thinks is the great- 
set master of all in his line of work and both 
have in common that superb grasp of nature 


which gives them the key to her ever 
phase. ach is many-sided, viewing with 
clear eyes the humorous, pathetic and tragic 
sides of life and giving them exquisite ex- 
ression. In the kinship of art they are 
rothers. 
IN HIS ENTHUSIASTIC STUDY 
of the career and work of the famous Flemish 
inter, Mr. Linde has made a discovery in 
ne of bis greatest paintings and the crowning 
work of his life, which is of the deepest inter 
est. It is a discovery which throws a flood of 
lighton the sources from which the great 
ainter drew his inspiration and after which 

6 formed his style, and also on the workings 
ofhisown mind. It is a story behind the 
Story ofthe picture and an allegory, repre- 
senting with that rare conce:t of genius con- 

cious of its own worth, the apotheosis of 

r Paul Rubens himself and of the Flemish 
School of painting. 

The discovery is one thet belongs solely to 
Mr. Linde and has by him been personally 
commniunicated to several of the most dis- 
tinguished students of Rubens and has been 
indorsed by ang" afcer a full expesition, with 
enthusiasm. Dr. Max Rooses, in his critique 
of the picture refers to it incidentally, but the

¥ which Mr. Linde arrived at his conciusions 
has not heretofore been made public. 

Mr. Linde has a fortune in four authentic 
paintings of Rubens in his collection, which 
embraces many valuable works. One of them 
is the Feast of Herod, or Salome Presenting 
Herod with the Head of John the Baptist.’’ 
Three paintings on this subject, but with 
different treatment, are extant. It was a cus- 
tom of the painters, as is well known, to 
treat the same subject in several different 
Ways. Another is the ‘‘Repentant Magdelen ;'’

Herodias to his right is the portrait of Hel- 
ene Fourment, the second wife of the painter. 
Her handsome face and voluptuous figure are 
found frequently in the Rubens pictures of the 
last ten years of this life and has given rise to 
the impression, in reversals of the occasional 
custom of the modern painter, that Rubens 
married her to get a model of the type which 
isone of the chief features of the 282 
school. Salome is a portrait of The- 
resa Brant, the first wife of the 
artist, for whom he mourned many years, 
und the bo immediately behind her bears a 
close resemblance to the portrait of her sec- 
ond son, Nicholas, as he appears in the fam- 
ous painting containing her two sons. He 
was the favorite of the painter and was des- 
tined by himto be an artist. There is only 
one more figurein this group and that is the 
old woman with the kerchief over her head. 
Her face is the same as that which is found in 
the Munich Gallery under the traditional title 
of ‘‘The Mother of Rubens.’ 

This family group and the entire right-hand 
part of the painting in arrangement, color 
and treatment is entirely Flemish. It repre- 
sents the essential character and highest at- 
tainment of his own school of oil. 

THE LEFT-HAND SIDE 

of the canvas presents a startling contrast 
with it. While the one is Flemish the otber is 
thoroughly Italian and especially Venetian. 
The color, ornamentation, the composition of 
the six guests are entirely ‘in the style of the 
Venetian school. But if this were not suffi- 
cient to give this part of the picture its char- 
acter the use of the chorus of boys, which is 
the distinctive work of the Venetian masters, 
makes it indubitable. 

But remarkable and suggestive as the con- 
trast is, more remarkable is the fact that 


ifrom the studio of Otto Venius, who 


at the same time a delicate acknowledgement 
of the sources from which Rubens drew his 
best lessons in art. 

THERE 18 AN INTERESTING INCIDENT 
connected with the three great pictures of 
Paul Veronese already mentioned as in the 
Louvre. It shows the vivid impressions made 
on the * — outhful mind of the artist, his thor- 
‘ough sorption of the influences of the 
Italian painters and the clearness with which 
early impressions are recalled in old 0. 
‘When Rubens left Antwerp about 1600, coming 
was the 
first painter of Antwerp, he carried letters of 
introduction to the court of the Duke of Parma 
in Italy, and, in passing through Venice, the 
pouas artist saw there these — great paint- 

ngs of Veronese at the refectorium. They 
made such powerful impressions upon him 
that they influenced his entire work and now, 
near the close of his life, are vividly recalled. 
In this respect the painting contains a vast 
amount of self-confession of Rubens' artistic 
growth. 

There is one more point to be made. The 
figure of Salome is a memory of the dead past, 
and in the head of John the Baptist on the 
salver may be traced a resemblance again to 
Rubens, and there may be found in it, with 
all the other elements of his life and thoughts, 
a foreshadowing of the end of his own career 
and life which gives him pause in the midst 
of his festal triumph. 

Whether the story within the masterpiece of 
Rubens bein very truth hisown idea or not, 
it is certainly suggested and strengthened by 
many circumstances, and is full of interest 
and charm to all students and lovers of art 
and of the Flemish painter.

The first face opposite to Ru 
bens and on the extreme left of the picture is 
Titian, the senior of the Venetian school. 
His attitude is similar to that 
held by him In the great picture 
of Paul Veronese ‘‘The W eddin; at Canaan’’ 
now inthe Louvre. Next to tian is Paul 
Veronese, who wears the turban and the fan- 
tastic garb and ornamentation which he rep- 
resents himself as wearing in his picture of 
the Feast at Simon's House, which is also 
in the Louvre collection. Next to Veronese is 
Tintoretto. These three Venetian painters 
were the chief masters after whom Rubens 
modeled his style and from whom he drew his 
inspiration. In the center of the group and 
further to the right sits Raphael in a position 
exactly similar to that in which Christ sits in 
the Veronese painting ot Christ and His Dis- 
ciples at Emmans,’’ which is also preserved 
in the Louvre. Next to Raphael is Palma, the 
elder, and next and last in the group behind 
Salome is Vasari, the painter, but more cele- 
brated as the biographer of the Italian paint- 
ers, from whose famous works Rubens ob- 
tained his information concerning their lives 
and works. It will be noted that Vasari is 
represented as rising from his seat with a cup 
in his hand as if about to speak and to bring 
out a toast. 


NOW FOR THE ALLEGORY. 


Having obtained these interesting facts, 
which are borne out by authenticated por- 
traits, Mr. Linde had to discover the meaning 
of them and the ideaof the artist in forming 
so singular a group. He rejected at once, as 
absurd, the theory that the mind of Reubens 
should hit accidentally and from mere caprice 
upon such a conception, contrast and group- 
ing. 

The key to the solution was given by — 
chorus of boys. The question naturally 
sented itself, why, in so solemn and ghost * a 
scene, should . be glorifying the oocasion 
by singing and playing? Surely it oould not 
be the glorification of such a feast or of such 
a monste as Herod. It was possible that they 
might be singing in honor of the martyrdom 
of John, but why, on the other hand, should 
such a strange group and such a marked con- 
trast be presented in the painting? The same 
idea of the chorus of boys may be noted in 
Raphael’s St. Cecilia’’ and the ‘‘Madonns 
Sistina,’’ in which the boys are represented as 
telling the story of the pictures. 


What story could they be telling? There is

Arranging for the Monster Picnic—Japanese 
Fireworks—Notes and Gossip. 


„Japanese fireworks, what are they?“ 
queried a reporter of President L. Methudy of 
the Saengerbund, who had been stating that 
this new sort of fireworks would be the prin- 
cipal attraction at the Saengerfest picnic to be 
held at the Fair Grounds on Sunday, June 17. 
„Japanese flreworks, he replied, have 
never before been properly seen in this part of 
the country. When first shown at Coney Island 


they sent allthe people crazy and drew such 
crowds as were never known before.’

attached a peculiar significance to the 
mistletoe, the clinging friend of the 
stalwart oak. It was supposed by these semi- 
barbarians to possess medicinal qualities, 
and at what is known now asthe Christmas 
season they would proceed to gather it with 
peculiar rites. There was always something 
pathetic about this growth, in the confiding 
manner in which it nestled so closely and at- 
tached itself to the stalwart, storm-defying 
oak. 

The Druids, according to history, were a 
stern hardy race of men inhabiting the forests, 
studying the sun, the moyements 
of the planets and acquainting them- 
selves with the peculiar natures of 
the surrounding plants. In this latter 
respect they were early botanists. They 
were philosophers and lived wisely, 
and worshiped deity in the sun, to 
whom stone altars were erected. 

Remains ofthese altars are still to 
be seen in the yicinity of Stone- 
henge, England. The principal 
Druid with whom history deals was 
Merlin, who had seven followers, 
and they were governed by seven precepts. 


Upon these precepts an Order of Druids was 
formed in England many decadesago. It is 
in existence atthe present day, and numbers 
200,000 followers in England alone. These 
prec <4 were founded upon a philosophical 
regard for health and economic government.

MEMORIAL DAY IN A SINGULAR COMMUNITY 
OF GERMAN MYSTICS. “ 


The Economites or Harmonists of Economy, 
Pa.—Their Queer Customs Regarding the 
Dead—No Tombs or Marbles Above Their 
Graves—Flowers Strewn Annually on the 
Humble Mounds—A Weather Prophet.

I Economites, who built

est interest is their 
keeping of an annual 
Memorial or Decora- 
tion Day, upon which 
they adorn the graves 
of all their dead with 
flowers. This custom was not suggested by 
the American usage of decorating the graves 
of the soldiers of the late war. On the con-

trary, it has been practiced by the Harmonists 


or Economites ever since their strange sect 
was first organized at Harmony, in Butler 
County, Pa., in 1805. 

The third Sunday in May is generally chosen 
for the Economites’ Decoration Day,as by that 
time the flowers in the society’s beautiful 
public garden are usually abundant, but the 
selection of the date rests entirely with Father 
Jacob Henrici, who is the autocrat head of the 
cummunity—the prophet, priest and king. 
Complete submission to his will is regarded 
by the Economites as one of the highest and 
most imperative forms of Christian duty.

It is visited daily by a physician 
from the neighboring Gentile town of Baden, 
who is engaged by the year to attend the en- 
tire community. If a Harmonist falls sick, 
simple home remedies, in the composition of 
which many of theold women possess rare 
skill, are first tried. 

Should these fail, the doctor is summoned. 
His efforts are assisted by the united prayers 
of the whole society, for though the Har- 
monists are not faith curers, yet they believe 
the efficacy of prayer to be absolutely without 
limit. When death ensues, word is quickly 
passed from house to house that all who de- 
sire to do so may look once more upon the 
features of the deceased. 

THE LAST FAREWELL 

is taken, the corpse is wrapped in a winding 
sheet and placed in a plain pine coffin. In 
this, as in everything else pertaining to their 
social usages, the Harmonists simply follow 
the customs that prevailed in the little town of 
Iptingen, in the Kingdom of Wurtemberg, 

ermany, when the founders of their society 
emigrated from it to this country in 1805. The 
style of dress they wear to-day is identical 
with that worn in the provincial towns of the 
‘*Faderland’’ eighty-three years ago. 

Women are not permitted to attend the 
funeral services. 8 the nine elders, of 
whom Messrs. Jacob Henrici and Jonathan 
Lenz are the leaders, and a few of the 
more intimate friends of the deceased, 
assemble at the house where the body 
lies. No hearse with nodding plumes 
and showy N- conveys dead Harmon- 
ists to their last resting place. Opposed as 
they areto display and ostentation in every- 
thing they deem it most reprehensible in con- 
nection with death. After a few brief remurks 
by Father Henrici the coffin is borne out upon 
the shoulders of three or four stalwart men 
and placed in an ordinary wagon. 

THEIR CEMETERY. 

Ever since the Harmonists settled in their 
present location in 1825—twenty years after 
their organization—they have been accustomed 
to bury their dead in their orchard, a 
large enclosure of many acres made 
beautiful by om egy” kept, velvety lawns 
and 22 peach ant ye trees. A portion 
ot it has been separated from the rest bya 
neat fence of white palings, within which 
Father Rapp. the founder of the gogo & and 
his many followers who have gone to join him 
calmly sleep their last sleep. 

Within the orchard, afew hundred yards 
away, there is a large terraced mound 
some twenty feet in height. It is believed 
to be an Indian burial mound and the 
Harmonists have been often urged to extca- 
vate its contents, but have always refused, 
saying that since they would not wish the last 
restin 2 of their loved ones to be dese- 
orated they cannot so violate the golden rule 
as to disturb even that of savages. 

THE GRAVES 

ofthe Harmonists are wholiy undesignated 
by marks of any kind, and thereisno means 
of distinguishing that of the great Father 
Rapp from those of the bumble brethren who 
sleep around him. A register and ground 
= of this primitive cemetery are strictly 

ept, however, andthe aged Harmgnist who 
has charge of it can, from memory, give the 
name and point out the grave of every indi- 
vidual buried there. 

To this quaint place of interment the few 
attendants ata Harmonist funeral follow on 
foot the wagon that contains the corpse. At 
the newly made grave a prayer is offered by 
Father Henrici aud a hymn is sung, the latter 
being selected from a strange oid 
hymn-book which Father Rapp com- 
piled in 18 $expressiy for the _ soci- 
ety’s use. It contains some hymns from 
the old Wurtemb * collection, but the others 
are of Father Rapp sown composition. After 
the hymn, the coffin is lowered into the grave, 
each person present advances and casts down 
upon itafew flowers, and the simple cere- 
monies are ended. Much that seems strange 
in the faith and practice of the Harm onists is 
readily accounted for when it is taken into 
consideration that ever since the formation of 
their society in 1805, they have daily expected 
the visible, personal second appearance of the 
Redeemer. Thesun never r upon anew 
day that they do not expect to see in the heav-

If any Harmonists have indu 
gross sinor have any heavy 
upon their conscience they are urged to make 
a private confession it to Elder Henrici, 
their venerated religious leader, as well as to 
God, for they believe that withont this con- 
fession to their tual adviser they cannot 
expect that full forgiveness from Jehovah 
which will bring them true peace of mind and 
enable them to perform the decoration in the 
right spirit. There is less of this confession 
practiced now, however, than in former 
years, when, being Barter and less firmly 
established in the Christian life, they were 
more liable to yield to temptation or besetting 
sins, and especially during the life-time of 
Father Rapp, whom they devoutly reverenced 
as holding a direct commission m d as 
his own chosen minister. 

With the dawn of their Decoration Day, all 
gloomy meditation vanishes and the same 

appiness and joy that are so noticeable 
among them on Easter morning sparkles in 
every eye and smile on every lip, for, as will 
have been gathered from what has been 
already written, the Harmonists do not regard 
death as a thing of sadness to be shunned and 
dreaded. On the contrary, they deem it most 
desirable, as a translation from earthly sor- 
row and pain to endless peace and joy, and 
think that those who die in the Lord are to be 
felicitated rather than mourned for. 

THE DAY, 

Just as the first rosy hues of dawn are visible 
in the eastern heavens, the excellent military 
band which has always been maintained 
among them, wakens the town with strains of 
sweetest musicfrom the high church tower. 
Then all sally forth to gather flowers, and re- 
turning well laden the morning hours are 
spent in weaving them into garlands. At 2 
o’clock inthe afternoon the whole community, 
including not only the members of the society 
but also their 300 workmen with their wives and 
children, assemble in the society’s great public 
hall. After addressing them briefly, Elder 
Henrici marshals them into a quaint proces- 
sion, which, headed by the band, marches 
through the principal streets, presenting a 
moat unique appearance as it does 80. There 
is Father Henrici, his tall form bowed and his 
curling locks, which flow out upon his shoul- 
ders, whitened by the snows of more than 
eighty-five winters. Then there are the men 
in quaint blue clothing made in the fashion 
of provincial Germany in 1805, and the women 
wi high ointed caps of blue satin. 

The Orchard Cemetery reached, there are 
prayers, scripture readings and singing, and 
then all deposit their flowers and garlands till 
the graves are covered. Thenthe procession 
marches back to the great public hall for dis- 
mission, and the Economites’ Decoration Day 
is at an end.

MRS. LOGAN’S DAUGHTER TELLS ABOUT 
THE RELICS OF THE NOTED DEAD. 


Mrs. Hancock’s Lonely Life After Her Re- 
cent Afflictions—She Will Not Live in 
Her New House Until Fall—Chats With 
Mrs. Gen. Thomas and Mrs. Justice 
Woods— Mrs. Admiral Dahlgren’s Curious 
Experiences in Literature—Some Inter- 
esting Mementees.

mourning, unrelieved by even a widow's 
ruche, her sad face told all too plainly ot her 
ever-present grief. The rod of affliction has 
indeed been laid heavily upon her, the death 
of a son in the fullness of manhood and a 
daughter at 16 has left Mrs. Hancock with no 
one to be'her daily companion. She goes into 
her new home with a sad heart; it isthe begin- 
ning of a new life, which will be all the more 
the realization of her loneliness. Mrs. Han- 
cock has been drifting about since the Gener- 
al’s death and now to take upon herself the 
making of a home, the unpacking of her cher- 
ished objects, seems almost like the opening 
of the graves of her loved ones. She tells 
me she has many relics of interest connected 
with the General’s life and career as a soldier, 
and much antique furniture, which will make 
her home one of the most attractive in Wash- 
ington. She regrets she cannot have a garden, 
being devoted to flowers. When she was 
shown the house the agent said: ‘‘Mrs. Han- 
cock, we hope you will not find it too far 
out. She replied that it could not be; I 
wish it was further, even inthe woods.“ The 
windows of the house look over on Oak Hill 
Cemetery, and I remarked, ‘‘I hope it will not 
be depressing to you.“ On the oon 
trary, I never think of the dead 
being there; it simply markes the 
place where the body is deposited. One’s 
friends live beyond; to me they live as real as 
we, only in purity with God.’’ Mrs. Han- 
cock will simply put her furniture and 
belongings into gher new house and 
leave the settling until fall, as she will pass 
the summer away from the city. Mrs. Han- 
cock is passionately fond of music and isa 
composer of sacred music, having such acol- 
lection about ready for publication. This 18 
her diversion, and when she is once more es- 
tablished in a home she hopes to devote much 
time to it rather than to literary pursuits. 
MRS. GEORGE H. THOMAS 
is a modest lady who has lived a very quiet 
life since coming to Washington, but in a 
short visit made her a few days ago she told 
me many things of herselfand the General’s 
services which are of interest. Her house is 
on I, near Nineteenth street. The location is 
very desirable and selected because she had 
so many old friends residing near—the Danas, 
Hagners and others. The houseis of modern 
architecture and simple in design, being a 
three-story red brick, swelled front, with 
brown-stoneé trimmings. Afew steps lead up 
to the door, which was opened by 
an old-style negro woman in calico and spot- 
less apron. The hall is not spacious but at- 
tractive; there was a warmth of coloring 
which seemed to give a welcometo one. From 
this you step into the parlor to the right and 
this opens by an archway into the library or 
sitting-room, that again in a bright, sunny 
dining-room. The portieres being all draped 
back, gave a pleasing home-like look to the 
honse. Small tables with choice brac-a-brac, 
easy chairs with dainty handiwork pinned 
upon them, easels with silk scarfs draped 
over them, cabinets and all the tasty furnish- 
ings of a modern home were seen. In one 
corner was an iniaid cabinetupon which stood 
a large photograph of Gen, Thomas, lovingly 
twined with sprays of Ivy and quite near this 
was a huge glass bowl filled with callas. Ona 
side wall, draped with an American flag, hung 
ahuge crayon of Gen. Thomas, which Mrs. 
Thomas prizes most highly, and one which 
has a littie history connected with it. 

Mrs. Thomas is somewhat lame, owing to an 
accident a few years ago, being thrown from a 
carriage, but as she entered she scemed quite 
tall, with a strong face, one denoting decision 
and great character. She has a very kindly 
eye, dark hair, upon which she wears a pretty 
white cep: giving her a very motherly appear- 
ance, She was dressed in deep mourning, not 
only for Gen. Thomas, but Owing to the recent 
death of a niece. Her sister, Miss Kellogg, has 
always made her home with Mrs. Thomas,and 
but for her she would be 33 alone. The 
General’s family all being Southerners, Mrs. 
Thomas could find little of congeniality among 
them. She told me the General read of the 
fall of Sumter on the cars and started at once 
for the front.

An Interesting Story About a Famous Family 
of German Bankers. 


Special Correspondence of the POst-DIsPpATcH. 

NEW Tonk, May 25.—A cable spark from 
Berlin on Wednesday announced that the Em- 
peror had appointed Baron Cohn, of Dessau, 
who was his father’s banker, to fill the same 
office for himself. The announcement is not 
very startling, but it is interesting to know 
that the Cohns of Dessau owe their prosperity 
to the faith and generosity'of the grandfather 
of a New Yorker, who gave the present 
Baron’s father his first start in the world. 

In 1770 Rev. Moritz Speyers was at the head 
ot a band of Lutherans in Dessau, and by fru- 
gal living had managed to save up consider- 
able money, all of which was in silver coin. 
The Rev. Moritz Speyers was unlike a great 


many modern preachers in that he helped-his 
fiock as he helped himself. 

Living in Dessau at that time in circum- 
stances so humble that they were nearer pov- 
erty than comfort, was a young couple named 
Cohn. They had not been married long and 
the young husband had lost all he had. Still 
he worked and worked, and — A he and his 
wife made enough & live comfortably. Youn 
Cobn was naturally sharp and shrewd an 
was always looking out for achanceto in- 
crease his few coins. The chance presented 
itself. All he needed was $2,000 worth of Ger- 
man money and he said his fortune would be 
made.

The Saengerfest of 1872:was the eighteenth of 
the series of national musical festivals which 
began in Cincinnati in 1849. The festivals fol- 
lowing the one in Cincinnati were at the fol- 
lowing cities: Louisville, Dayton, Canton, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit, Pittsburg, 
Buffalo, Indianapolis, Chicago and then came 
St. Louis. 

From a festival, national only in name, the 
annual gathering had come to be truly 
representative of the great body of 
German lovers of music in the 
country, and preparations 
for the reception of from 60, 000 to 80,000 guests. 
There were at that time in St. Louis the fol- 
lowing singing societies} Arion des Westens, 
Apollo, North St. Louis Bundeschor, Casino, 
Concordia, Frohsinn, Freie Maennerchor, 
Germania Saengerbund, Grutcli Gesangverine 
(Swiss), Liederkranz, Liedertafel, Orpheus, 
St. Louis Saengerbund, Carondelet Saenger- 
bund, Sociales Saengerchor, Teutonia, Franz 
Abt Verein, Lorelez: and Oak Hill Saenger-. 
bund. 


THE SAENGERFEST HALL. 

The people of the city joined with repre-; 
sentatives of these societies in prepara- 
tions for the entertainment of the 
guests before their arrival, and a 
Board of Directors was constituted as 
follows: Henry Overstolz, Chairman; F. W. 
Matthias, Secretary; Felix Coste, John O. 
Vogel, Eugene Haas, George Bain, G. O. Kalb 
and Jas. Taussig. There were other officials 
in charge of branches of the work. 

There was then no hall in St. Louis large 
enough to hold the enormous crowds that were 
expected to attend the converts, sv an immense 
wooden building was erected on the east side 
of Twelfth street, between St. Charles and 
Washington avenue. The front on Twelfth 
street was 150 fect and the depth on Washing- 
ton avenue and St. Charles street, 3825 feet. 
The roof rested on twenty-four trusses placed 
fourteen feet apart. The main building was 
seventy-five feet high, and the two towers 
that ornamented-the front were each 115 feet 


high. There were six entrances the hall, 
two on each street. An ornamental balcony 
ran across the front of the building. The 
main floor was divided into a hall, with-seats 
for 9,000 persons, and an elevated stage with 
seats for 2,000 singers. The galleries seated 
4,500. The stage was 7 eet. J. W. Her- 
thel was the architect. e cost of the buiid- 
ing wae 2 $60,000. The interior decora- 
tions was under the direction of the artist, 
Joseph Keppler, and were worthy of his art. 

This hall was opened tothe public on June 
s and was thoroughly tested then by a re- 
bearsal in which all the local societies partic-. 
ipated. The result was satisfactory. 

THE OPENING CONCERT. 

Wednesday, June 12, was the opening day 
ofthe Saengerfest and the preparations for 
that day were in keeping with the reputation 
of St. Louis. Franz Abt, the composer, was 
to be here and hiscomfort was looked out for 
by a special. committee. There was to but 
one soloist, Mrs.Hdmund Decker of Cincinnati | 
a soprano of considerable ability in her art. 

Mayor Brown issued a proclamation calling 
upon citizens to suspend business on Wednes- 
day and decorate their houses.

TAKE WARNING, DEBUTANTES! 


The Cost of Putting On a Play in New 
York, 


From the New York Tribune. 

Comparatively few people have any idea of 
the cost of running a theater for even one 
week, and it may serve as a warning to state 


small the offsetin the shape of box-office re- 
‘ceipts is likely to be. The first expense is 
naturally the hiring of atheater. This will 
range from $1,800 to $2,400, according to the 


lateness of the season and the theater se- 
lected. For this amount the manager sup- 
plies the theater, gas, ushers, stage hands, 
orchestra, ticket sellers and takers 
gives the use of such scenery and 
properties as there may be in 
stock, and furnishes a very limited amount of 
advertising in the daily papers. These items 
would at first glance seem to cover a good 
deal of the necessary ground, but in nearly 
every case extras will pile up in surprising 
fashion upon the temporary lessee. All gas 
used at rehearsals will be extra, so will be the 
stage hands if more than the two or three 
— all day in the theater are needed, 
and they certainly must be had for scenic re- 
hearsals. The orchestra is likely to be 
smaller than will satisfy the elaborate ideas of 
the angel, and if incidental music has to be 
arranged or composed, the leader charges 
liberally for his ideas and time and for the 
services of his W Sage The scenery is 
rarely found to e exactly what is 
needed, and the individual who ordersa new 
scene finds that even if it is not elaborate, the 
cost runs well into the hundreds. The stock 
of properties, a generic and comprehensive 
term for everything used upon the stage that 
is not nailed or screwed to the boards, is likely 
to be disappointing to the star or playwright 
who wants to see the scenes richly set. If in- 
quiries are made as to the whereabouts of ma- 
terial used in former productions, the answer 
is that they were only borrowed, or have been 
taken to his house by the gmanger, or been 
sent on the road with the regular com- 
pany. Even the iano, which is usu- 
ally supposed to e in every theater, 
is often — The advertising 
will have to be much Increased if any display 
is to be made, and large posters and the cost 
of panne them up must be added. Even 
when no lithographic work is used the print- 
er’s and poster’s bill will reach at least $100, 
and no great amount of show will be obtained 
for that expenditure.

Balzac in his marvelous story,‘‘Honorine,’’ 
has desoribed a woman earning her bread by 


making artificial flowers. He shows her liv- 
ing surrounded * plants, sharing their life as 
an artist shares that of the nature he paints. 
The supreme novelist has not exaggerated the 
toll some artificial fiower-makers expend upon 
their creations. Not a few copyists of flowers 
in France literally live among growing plants, 
studying every delicate shoot, finding no de- 
tail too trivial to copy, no toil too arduous to 
expend upon imitation of the living model. 
Flower-making, there, is an art pursued in an 
artistic .spirit. The secret of the exquisite 
grace, the perfect droop, and the realistic 
tenderness of hue in French artificial flowers 
lies in this arduous and loving imitation of na- 
ture. 

To return to our theme: Bonnets, except 
those influenced by the Directoire style of 
head-gear, aro to be small capotes. hese 
capotes are to be adorned with an aigrette of 
flowers rising above the brow from loops of 
ribbon or gossamer material.
